bodies may hold executive ses­ 
sions only to “consider the ap­ 
pointment, employment or dis­ 
missal of a public officer or 
employee or to hear complaints 
or charges 
brought against 
such officer or employee by 
another public officer, person 
or employee unless such offi­ 
cer or employee requests a 
public hearing.” 
Buresh then argued that this 
section in the 
Government 
Code applies to the hushing up 
of the accounting survey re­ 
port. 
At the time the city council 
called for the accounting sur­ 
vey report from the San Fran­ 
cisco firm of Lindquist, von 
Heusen and Joyce, this was the 
announced p u r p o s e of the 
survey: 
1. To determine the ade­ 
quacy of the present account­ 
ing system and procedures. 
(Buresh read this and declared 
gravely, “This point is directly 
connected with personnel.”) 
2. To recommend changes if 
such changes are necessary in 
the system of procedures. (Bur­ 
esh declared, “This again is 
directly connected with per­ 
sonnel.”) 
2. 
To determine whether 
there is compliance with the 
systems and procedures. (Again 
“directly connected with per­ 
sonnel,” said Buresh.) 
“To reveal this report now 
would be breaking the law\” 
Buresh asserted. 
A member of the audience 
got up to point out that the 
word “personnel” is not men­ 
tioned at all in the section 
Buresh quoted; that the cri­ 
terion for an executive session 
is wrhether or not an employee 
is b e i n g fired, hired, or 
charged with something. 
Several speakers pointed out 
that purpose one, adequacy of 
the present system, must have 
been answered in the report, 
and this could certainly be 
made public without touching 
on charges against an em­ 
ployee. Buresh insisted it was 
“personnel.” 
A man who identified him­ 
self as Larkins then declared, 
“Any problem that the govern­ 
ment wants to keep secret can 
t hen be ruled a personnel prob­ 
lem and kept from the public.” 
“That’s absurd,” said Buresh. 
“The reason why so many 
people are here tonight is that 
they feel it is not absurd,” the 
speaker replied. 
A man who said he is a re­ 
tired engineer wanted to know 
why a letter of dismissal had 
been sent to accountants Coop­ 
er and Kerr “if everyone is 
trying to do everything above­ 
board.” 
City Administrator Douglas 
Flautt sent a letter of dismissal 
to Cooper and Kerr on April 
17, with approval of Mayor 
Carleton Little but without the 
knowledge of other council- 
men. The next night, the coun­ 
cil rescinded the letter and 
asked Cooper and Kerr to ig­ 
nore it.

Broemmel announced the in­ 
formation bureau is set up in

Staff 
members from the assessor’s 
office will be there with prop­ 
erty records until 0 o’clock to­ 
night. The information bureau 
will be open tomorrow and 
Friday from 1 to 9 p.m. 
The assessor has sent new 
appraisal figures to all prop­ 
erty owners in Ross, Del Mesa, 
Greenbrae, Kentfieid proper 
and Kent Woodlands. The av­ 
erage increase in value in 
these areas is 21 per cent, the 
assessor reported. “There were 
a few reductions, but the pre­ 
ponderance 
have 
shown in­ 
creases,” Broemmel announc­ 
ed. 
In some of the extreme 
cases, the increase runs as 
high as 1,000 per cent. For ex­ 
ample, 
open land formerly 
with an assessed value of $120 
has gone up to $2,300 because 
a road has gone through to 
give it access, the assessor 
pointed out. 
Reappraisals have also been 
completed in the Fairfax and 
San Anselmo areas. The av­ 
erage increase in valuations in 
those two areas comes to about 
15 per cent, Broemmel report­ 
ed.

Alvin Dark Deserves 
Isn't Afraid To Criticize Injustice 
ST. LOUIS— The more we see of Al­ 
vin Dark the more we admire him. He 
believes in going to bat for his men, 
Willie McCovey included. 
Dark isn't 
afraid to speak his mind when he thinks 
an injustice is being done. 
When he got three of his errant men 
out of the Phoenix pokey where they 
had been lodged on a bum beef, as the 
facts which Dark ferreted out proved, 
we liked the way he refused to mince 
words. He charged that hood­ 
lums were responsible for the 
Phoenix incident and was rea­ 
dy to prove it, if necessary, 
with a string of witnesses he 
personally lined up while de­ 
termining precisely what the 
facts were. 
Dark, slow to anger, was fu­ 
ming Sunday when a good por­ 
tion of Candlestick Park’s 1961 
record crown of 41.495 lustily 
booed McCovey as he came to 
bat in the seventh inning as 
Billy Loes’ pinch-hitter. When 
McCovey struck out. and didn't 
look very good doing it, the 
booers really let loose. 
In decrying the treatment 
of McCovey as a shame and a 
throw'-back to last year’s inept- 
ness of McCovey at first base— 
and at bat—Dark placed the 
blame on the San Francisco 
press. 
“I think he’s being booed be­ 
cause of the way the press has 
been treating him,” Dark said. 
- It’s a shame. He had a good 
road trip on our first swing 
around the circuit and he hus­ 
tled in every game. But in Can­ 
dlestick it seems that those 
fans who take their cue from 
the press get a particular de­ 
light in every opportunity to 
boo McCovey. 
4Tm not familiar with what 
went on last year in Candle­ 
stick except in those games 
when I came in as a player 
w i t h the Phillies and the 
Braves. But 1 don’t think it is 
fair or sportsmanlike to con­ 
d e m n a player forever for 
V hat happened a year ago. 
“Furthermore, I don’t be­ 
lieve the writers who h a v e 
been McCovey’s sharpest cri­ 
tics could do good work if they 


had the feeling somebody was 
looking over their shoulder 
waiting to boo their slightest 
slipup. 
“1 picked McCovey in spring 
camp as my first baseman be­ 
cause he won the job on what 
he showed me during th e 
spring. And anyone who saw 
McCovey—any f a i r minded 
person—would have come to 
the same decision. 
And in our first home stand 
and our first road trip, he jus­ 
tified that decision. 1 can cite 
a dozen cases where he dug the 
ball out of the dirt at first for 
excellent putouts. I can cite 
three games his bat won. The 
statistics don’t show these 
things. His .196 is no indication 
w hatsoever of his 19 RBI’s and 
six homers. Statistics are mis­ 
leading whenever a n y o n e 
wants to use them in a mis­ 
leading manner. 
“But let McCovey make the 
tiniest kind of mistake and the 
Candlestick booers cut loose. 
I don’t believe it is their fault. 
I believe 99% of all fans are 
fair. I believe a good portion 
of them in Candlestick, how­ 
ever, have been misled about 
McCovey. 
“Why should he be singled 
out for the treatment he re­ 
ceived Sunday, for instance, 
when Sandy Koufax struck him 
out’ Remember, Koufax struck 
out five others in that game 
and held the rest to four hits. 
“I think it’s time to let by­ 
gones be bygones and begin 
fair judgment of McCovey— 
not on anything that happened 
a year ago—but on what he al­ 
ready has accomplished this 
year.”

or clammy hands. 
Lew Burdette, ace right­ 
hander o f th e Milwaukee 
Braves, frequently has been ac­ 
cused of throwing a spitter. 
Preacher Roe of the Dodgers, 
after his retirement a few 
years ago, admitted in a signed 
magazine article that he fre­ 
quently threw the spitter dur­ 
ing his National league career. 
“The rules committee, of 
course, must decide the spit­ 
ball question.” said Cronin. 
“Actually. Charlie Berry (for­ 
mer catcher) probably is the 
only umpire in our league who 
can even recognize the old 
spitball,” said Cronin, so adept 
a shortstop and manager in his 
playing days that he was voted 
to the Hal! of Fame. 
“The spitball isn’t more dif- 
ficut to hit than the knuek- 
ler, which is legal, and doesn’t 
break more sharply,” he said 
“The advantage is that it 
gives the pitcher more decep­ 
tion. In the old days, the pitch­ 
er went to his mouth behind 
cupped pitching and gloved 
hands. You never knew' wheth­ 
er the next one was going to be 
a fast ball, curve, knuckler— 
or a real spitball.”

Moore goes first class when 
it comes to attracting the best 
in the track and field world. 
He runs a meet where the at­ 
tendance can’t be more than 
9 000. That returns about $15.- 
000 Rut he has a budget of 
$25 000 set up by the city’s 
merchants. 
With that budget this year, 
he w ill have on hand six of the 
world’s greatest pole vaulters. 
These include the newest sen­ 
sation, George Davies of Okla­ 
homa vState. who cleared 15 
feet, lO1^ inches last Saturdav 
night; and Don Bragg, the rec­ 
ognized world’s champion at 
15 feet.

Get Your Polio Shot Or It 
May Be Made Mandatory 


There has been much publicity lately 
about the need for getting polio shots. 
This is not a new thing; about this time 
each year the authorities become con­ 
cerned that the * polio season will start 
this Fall with an unnecessarily large 
number of persons unvaccinated. 
It is amazing that such a thing is true: 
but it is, 
Marinites like their fellow 
human beings in other areas are great 
procrastinators. 
Not only that, early 
publicity about the Salk vaccine shots 
gave many persons the impression that 
if they are more than 40 years of age 
they are immune to the disease. 
Marin County Health 
Department 
emphasizes that “there is no assurance 
anyone is immune” until after being 
vaccinated— then it’s about 90 per cent 
you are. 
Last year only one Marinite was 
stricken with paralytic polio. 
He was 
53 years old. 
That’s a fine record, 
but we d prefer it to be no cases. 
As of now, the health department is 
vaccinating children as young as three 
months and as old as possible. 
Private 
doctors also give the shots. 
And there is something new in the 
county program. 
No longer is it necessary to wait eight

We Should Help 
Take 


Collective Action Against Castro 


WASHINGTON— President 
Kennedy will be making a 
grave mistake if he accepts 
the policy of “containment” 
in dealing with the Soviet- 
anchored Castro regime. And 
he would, thereby, be aban­ 
doning the very assurances 
he gave to the American peo­ 
ple after the invasion setback. 
A Washington 
news dis­ 
patch, reflecting an apparent- 
■ly high source, states flatly 
that the administration “has 
reverted to a policy of con­ 
tainment against Cuban Com­ 
munism,” and adds: 
“A high U. S. source dis­ 
closed that the trend emerg­ 
ing from the administration’s 
reappraisal of its entire Cu­ 
ban policy was to seek Cas­ 
tro’s isolation . . . ” 


KENNEDY 
HAS 
himself 
said that the U. S. will not 
indefinitely tolerate in the 
Americas a Cuban Soviet So­ 
cialist dictatorship subject to 
foreign control. Here are the 
words he used: 
“Should it ever appear that

Communist 
penetration—then I w'ant it 
clearly understood that this 
government will not hestitate 
in meeting its primary obli­ 
gations which are to the se­ 
curity of our own nation.” 
Then the President declar­ 
ed that “Cuba must not be 
abandoned to the Commu­ 
nists. And we do not intend 
to abandon it either” 


OBVIOUSLY TIMING and 
tactics are for the President 
to decide. But it is only can­ 
did to say that to make “con­ 
tainment”—or quarantine or 
isolation--of Castro the ob­ 
jective of U. S. policy means 
abandoning Cuba to Commu­ 
nist control. 
Kennedy has not himself 
taken any public action to 
contradict his commitment. It 
may well be that the “high 
source” quoted is speaking 
prematurely or does not cor­ 
rectly read the trend of ad­ 
ministration policy. 
There is some evidence that 
the trend is not to embrace 
merely containment. This is 
the declaration of President 
Kennedy and Canadian Prime 
Minister 
John 
Diefenbaker 
w ho described the Castro dic­ 
tatorship as “threatening both 
the peaceful and democratic 
evolution” of Latin America.

in a few years—enough foT a 
high school of its own. 


MIGHT IT NOT, therefore, 
be reasonable and just for 
the portion of Tomales High 
School District that is within 
Marin County to be lumped 
with Bolinas-Stinson and I^ag- 
unitas School Districts in one 
unified district, with a view 
toward future high schools 
in both San Ceronimo Valley 
and the Inverness area — 
where the population will de­ 
mand them? 
Tomales High School could 
then remain as a small school 
for its own immediate area— 
which is all its physical plant 
will accommodate, anyhow. 
With its greater concentra­ 
tion on agriculture and home­ 
crafts, it could continue to 
perform a useful fund ion for 
its rural families, while the 
other high schools could de­ 
velop along other lines. 
The loss of tax revenue by 
removal of the Sonoma dis­ 
tricts would be far more than 
compensated. Bolinas-Stinson 
alone probably has nearly as 
much assessed valuation. And 
development there, near In­ 
verness and in the San Ger- 
onimo Valley, within a few' 
years will be such that two 
new high schools will be re­ 
quired, regardless of their 
district. 
After 11 years, perhaps the 
County Comimttee on School 
District Organization might 
take another look.

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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Get Your Polio Shot Or It 
May Be Made Mandatory 


There has been much publicity lately 
about the need for getting polio shots. 
This is not a new thing; about this time 
each year the authorities become con­ 
cerned that the “polio season” will start 
this Fall with an unnecessarily large 
number of persons unvaccinated. 
It is amazing that such a thing is true; 
but it is. 
Marinites like their fellow 
human beings in other areas, are great 
procrastinators. 
Not only that, early 
publicity about the Salk vaccine shots 
gave many persons the impression that 
jf they are more than 40 years of age 
they are immune to the disease. 
Marin County Health Department 
emphasizes that “there is no assurance 
anyone is immune” until after being 
vaccinated— then it's about 90 per cent 
you are. 
Last year only one Marinite was 
stricken with paralytic polio. 
He was 
53 years old. 
That's a fine record, 
but we'd prefer it to be no cases. 
As of now, the health department is 
vaccinating children as young as three 
months and as old as possible. 
Private 
doctors also give the shots. 
And there is something new in the 
county program. 
No longer is it necessary to wait eight 
Missing The Bus 


If there is aything as frustrating as 
missing the proverbial boat, it must be 
missing a real bus. 


We aer told by those who have under­ 
gone the ordeal, that chasing a bus while 
frantically waving and yelling, only to 
be left in a cloud of exhaust fumes, is 


or nine months to complete the series 
of three shots. 
Under the new pro­ 
gram only two weeks are necessary be­ 
tween the first and second shots and 
only a month need intervene between 
the second and third shots. 
Thus the 
entire course of immunization takes 
only six weeks now. 
The health department gives the 
shots free each weekly afternoon. 
Doesn’t it seem strange that such an 
effective, available, inexpensive health 
measure isn't used 100 per cent by our 
people? 
Yet less than half of Marin’s 
population is vaccinated. 
Perhaps this is the reason that bu­ 
reaucrats can move into a health field. 
We don't seem to make such a program 
work voluntarily. 
Right now there is legislation in Sac­ 
ramento that would prohibit children 
from entering public school unless they 
had their polio shots. It’s easy to imag­ 
ine this as beginning a whole category 
of prescribed medical requirements. 


The only chance Big Brother has to 
help us is when we don’t help ourselves. 
Let's voluntarily see to it that we and 
those we love get polio shots, regardless 
of our ages.

We are further informed missing the 
bus is something which always happens 
on the day of an important appointment.

The Marin County Commit­ 
tee on School District Organi­ 
zation, which came into be­ 
ing in 1950, has until Sept. 
15, 1962, to complete a mas­ 
ter plan of school district uni­ 
fication 
in 
Marin 
County, 
ready for the voters. If it 
fails by that date, the State 
Department of Education will 
take over the job. 
Arousing itself on the vir­ 
tual eve of its deadline, the 
county committee has sched­ 
uled a series of master plan 
study meetings this summer. 
It has come up with two unifi­ 
cation plans: 
1. Merge all the 26 dis­ 
tricts in the county into one 
unified district. 
2. Create a unified district 
out of each of the four high 
school districts in the county 
and the elementary school dis­ 
tricts within it

things to question in either 
plan. 
In a county in such various 
stages of development, and 
with such geographic and en­ 
vironmental 
separations 
as 
Marin, county-wide unifica­ 
tion may pose more problems 
than it settles.

OBVIOUSLY TIMING and 
tactics are for the President 
to decide. But it is only can­ 
did to say that to make “con­ 
tainm ent”—or quarantine or 
isolation—of Castro the ob­ 
jective of U. S. policy means 
abandoning Cuba to Commu­ 
nist control. 
Kennedy has not himself 
taken any public action to 
contradict his commitment. It 
may well be that the “high 
source” quoted is speaking 
prematurely or does not cor­ 
rectly read the trend of ad­ 
ministration policy. 
There is some evidence that 
the trend is not to embrace 
merely containment. This is 
the declaration of President 
Kennedy and Canadian Prime 
Minister 
John 
Diefenbaker 
who described the Castro dic­ 
tatorship as “threatening both 
the peaceful and democratic 
evolution” of Latin America. 


THIS DECLARATION pro­ 
vides the basis for collective 
action by the Organization of 
American States. 
Beari n mind that by its 
charter the O. A. S. is com­ 
mitted to take any m e a su re - 
political, economic, and mili­ 
tary—needed to deal with 
“any situation which might 
endanger the peace of Amer­ 
ica.” 
And in the Treaty of Cara­ 
cas, signed in 1954, all the 
Amerjcan states are bound 1o 
act collectively against “the 
domination or control of the 
political institutions of any 
American state by the inter­ 
national 
Communist 
move­ 
ment, extending to this hemi­ 
sphere the political system of 
an extra-continental power.” 
Amlxissador Adlai Steven­ 
son will shortly visit the Latin 
American countries to take 
sounding on the prospects of 
bringing O. A. S. sanctions 
into play. 


school districts in Sonoma. It 
runs clown the coast to Olema, 
including the West Marin Un­ 
ion and Point Reyes School 
Districts. 
All forecasts are for a huge 
increase in population in the 
Inverness-Point 
Reyes 
area 
within the next few years, re­ 
gardless of whether most of 
the Point Reyes Peninsula be­ 
comes'a national seashore. Al­ 
ready the West Marin School 
District has far more pupils 
than those in the Tómales 
area. If growth comes to To- 
males, it will come much lat­ 
er. 
Therefore, perpetuating dis­ 
tricting that requires Inver­ 
ness-Point Reyes students to 
travel to Tómales High School 
does not seem just. If is a case 
of the tail wragging the dog. 
The district in its'p rese n t 
Iwundaries could not support 
two high schools for some 
time to come. When the time 
arrived that It could do so, 
pretty solid opposition from 
the North Marin-Sonoma seg­ 
ment c o u l d 
be expected 
against voting bonds for a 
high school in the Inverness 
area. 


ITEM 2. Bolinas and Stin­ 
son Beach students, on a four- 
laned Highway 1 that Is but 
a few years away, could get 
to Inverness or its vicinity 
more simply and quickly than 
to Tamalpais High School in 
Mill Valley. There is more 
community of interest be­ 
tween th<Hnverness area and 
the Bolinas-Stinson area than 
between the latter and Mill 
Valley. 
Therefore, it would appear 
logical to place the Bolinas- 
Stinson Beach district in 'the 
same 
unified district with 
West Marin. 


ITEM 3. There has long 
been some feeling in the San 
Gerónimo Valley in favor of 
divorce from Tamalpais Un­ 
ion High School District. 
Plans 
arc 
now 
on 
the 
boards for development in 
the valley that is expected to 
give it 20,000 population with­ 
in a few years—enough for a 
high school of its owm. 


MIGHT IT NOT, therefore, 
be reasonable and just for 
the portion of Tómales High 
School District that is within 
Marin County to be lumped 
with Bolinas-Stinson and Lag- 
unitas School Districts in one 
unified district, with a view 
toward future high schools 
in both San Gerónimo Valley 
and the Inverness area — 
where the population will de­ 
mand them? 
Tómales High School could 
then remain as a small school 
for its own immediate area— 
which is all its physical plant 
will accommodate, anyhow. 
With its greater concentra­ 
tion on agriculture and home­ 
crafts, it <:ould continue to 
perform a useful function for 
its rural families, while the 
other high schools could de­ 
velop along other lines. 
The loss of tax revenue by 
removal of the Sonoma dis­ 
tricts would be far more than 
compensated. Bolinas-Stinson 
alone probably has nearly as 
much assessed valuation. And 
development there, near In­ 
verness and in the San Ger­ 
ónimo Valley, within a few 
years will be such that two 
new high schools will be re­ 
quired, regardless of their 
district. 
After 11 years, perhaps the 
County Comimttee on School 
District Organization might 
take another look.

Children Of 


Psychotics 
Are Studied 


NEW YORK JlfPI) — Science 
has made its first cautious ex­ 
periment to learn whether the 
children of psychotic parents 
tend to he more neurotic than 
c h i l d r e n from undisturbed 
homes. 


Results indicate no signi­ 
ficant differences in most 
cases but In some there was 
an established 
relationship 
between the psychotic parent 
and the neutorie offspring, 
especially when the mother 
suffers from schizophrenia. 


The question is p r i m e be­ 
cause the populations of mental 
hospitals are dwindling, thanks 
to the tranquilizing d r u g s 
which control some psychotic 
mental disorders without cur­ 
ing them. 
Many of the patients return 
to caring for their own children 
and in some instances to pro­ 
creating more children. If the 
nature of psychotic Illness were 
such that it can impose neuro­ 
sis on others, the emptying of 
mental hospitals would be a 
mixed blessing, according to 
somp social scientists. 
A psychotic illness is marked 
by disorganized personality and 
departures 
from 
reality. 
A 
neurotic personality is organ­ 
ized even if confused, and he’s 
aware of reality. One w-ay of 
stating the difference is that a 
psychotic has no idea of the 
score but a neurotic knows the 
score—and hates it. 
Typical neurotics have a his­ 
tory of severe stresses and de­ 
privation in early childhood. 
For that reason mental health 
scientists feel the unrealistic 
behavior of psychotic parents 
could impose neurosis on their 
children. 
The experiment was conduct­ 
ed by an English psychiatrist, 
Dr. Valerie Cowie, who stud­ 
ied 330 children of psychotic 
parents to find out how many 
were neurotic and to what de­ 
gree, 
A like number of children of 
presumably mentally healthy 
parents also were tested and 
tlie results were compared. In 
both 
cases the 
parents had 
been hospitalized at one tim e— 
the psychotics in mental insti­ 
tutions and the normal parents 
in regular hospitals. 
The conclusions indicated the 
overall 
differences 
between 
the two sets of parents were 
not nearly as great as had been 
expected. Some individual case 
histories did indicate a casual 
relationship between the psy­ 
chosis of the parent and the 
neurotic child. 
One sidelight was that while 
a schizophrenic father did lit­ 
tle damage to his children, a 
split-personalitv 
psychosis 
in 
the mother was often reflected 
in a neurotic child.
